66 u must be very clear to any- 
body who has given the 
problem serious consideration 
that the slaughter policy is the 
only one which, with absolute 
safety, can be adopted in this 
country, says a statement 
dealing with ' Foot-and-mouth 
disease and its eradication,”’ 
which has just been made by the 
Veterinary Medical Association 
of Ireland, to contradict any 
impression that the present 
method adopted in this country 
to control the spread of the 
disease was ‘nothing more 
than a confession of failure: - 


CAUSES OF DISEASE 
““Our aim,” states the Association, 
is not control, but total eradication, 
because our export trade and the 
maintenance of the health of our 
animals at home depends on our 
freedom for disease. There is no alter- 
native method left which will yield 
similar results. 

Foot-and-mouth disease, the state- 
ment adds, is regarded as of great 
national importance in all European 
countries for a number of reasons, the 
chief of which is its high degree of 
infectivity and the rapidity with which 
it spreads among the food-producing 
animals, such as cattle, sheep, swine 
and goats. There are at least three 
well-known. types of the minute yirus 
‘which causes the disease, and they all 
produce the same symptoms in a suscep- 
tible animal. Infection by and recovery 
from one type does not, however, confer 
immunity against infection by any of 
the remaining two types. In many 
continental countries various forms of 
vaccination and serum immunisation of 
in-contact animals have been practised, 
but this obtains only in those countries 
where the disease is a very frequent 
visitor. Under such conditions the 
slaughter policy would not be practical 
or economic. 


ENORMOUS LOSSES 


It is of interest. to note, according to 
the Association, that a vaccine prepared 
within recent years by German 
veterinary research workers at the Isle 
of Reims “is a product of great 
promise, and has apparently — A 
satisfactory agent in controlling the 
spread of the disease in large field 
experiments conducted in Germany and 
Switzerland.’’ This vaccine, however, 
has not been employed for the control 
of the disease in Great Britain, where, 
as in the United States of America and 
until recently in Switzerland, the 
Slaughter policy is the prevailing 
method of control and eradication. 

To those who were alarmed at the 
cost of the slaughter policy in this 
country during the present year, it is 
instructive to note from the statement 
that for the four years 1922-25 the 
British Ministry of Agriculture paid in 
compensation for animals slaughtered 
by order the sum of £4,673,000. In 
1925 nearly 3,500,000 animals were 
affected in Denmark, and as a result 
Danish stock-owners sustained a loss 
of £1,050,000 without the benefit of 
Government compensation. The chief 
of the German Veterinary Service esti- 
mated that the outbreaks of 1937-38 in 
that country cost the German farmers 
£83,000 ,000. 

It must be remembered that the 
slaughter policy, in conjunction with 
the stringent. application of regulations 
with regard to the importation of 
animals and animal products and by- 
roducts, has eradicated from Great 
Britain and Ireland such diseases 
among stock as contagious bovine 
pleuro - pneumonia, glanders, rabies, 
epizootic lymphangitis, rinderpest, as 
well as swine fever from Eire. : 
“It is only a matter of regret for 
the responsible authorities that this 
slaughter policy, which can eradicate 
any disease in such a short time,” 
states the Association, ‘‘ cannot be 
applied (for financial and economic 
reasons) to certain diseases that exist 
among our live-stock in this country 
to-day.’ 


GERMAN TREATMENT OF 
WAR PRISONERS 


“NOT SATISFACTORY ” SAYS 
MINISTER 


German treatment of prisoners of 
war ' has not been satisfactory in cer- 
tain respects,’ Captain Margesson, 
Secretary for War, told the House of 
Commons yesterday. ; 

No information had been furnished 
bv Germany as to the scale of rations 
of dépót troops, and he was not, satis- 
fied that the full scale of clothing was 
being provided. A few cases of over- 
crowding had been reported, and in one 
or two instances there had been action 
which appeared to be a contravention 
of the provisions of the Prisoners of 
War Convention relating to collective 
punishment.

“ PESTILENTIAL ” 
VIEWS OF DUKE 


TTERLY irresponsible and 
completely pestilential was 
how Viscount Simon, Lord 
Chancellor, described the 
opinions of the Duke of Bedford 
when he answered criticisms by 
Lord Ponsonby, in the House of 
Lords yesterday, of the refer- 
ences made to the Duke by the 
Home Secretary, Mr. Herbert 
Morrison. 


é“ BAD TASTE” 


The Home Secretary, declared Lord 
Ponsonby, seemed quite unaware of 
bad taste, to put it mildly, of dragging 
incidentally somebody's name into a 
debate with insinuations, which, ine 
to their vagueness, were capable o 
very damaging interpretation. — 

“I have been acquainted with the 
Duke for many years, and I know him 
to be a high-minded, disinterested and 
absolutely sincere man, jealous of the 
good name of his country and intent 
upon her future welfare. He may not 
use the language or the jargon of 
hypocrisy which is so popular in these 
days, but I do not think chat would 
be made a charge against him.” 

After saying that in some ways it 
was easier to defend a dustman than a 
Duke, and pointing out that the Duke 
had not vet become a member of the 
House of Lords, Lord! Ponsonby 
added : 


UNSAFE. FEELING 


“There are others besidts the Duke 
who may be included in the Home 
Secretary’s remarks. I amy,pretty sure 
he has me under observation, and | 
want to throw out a defence as early 
as 1 can before I find myself in Brix- 
ton. The Home Secretary seems in-

“JT do not feel at all safe myself, I 
own. 1 am not at all sure that for 
the remarks I am making to you that 
I shall not find when I go out of the 
door a ‘Black Maria’ waiting for 
me. This particular method is 4 
rather low-down one, which is not 
worthy of a Minister of the Crown. 

Viscount Cecil said that the matter 
was of vast importance, and he hoped 
it would be so treated by the Govern- 
ment. 


LORD CHANCELLOR’S 
REPLY 


The Lord Chancellor said the Home 
Secretary's reference to the Duke of 
Bedford was not a breach of privilege. 

‘A peer is as amenable to the law 
and administration that protects the 
safety of the realm as anybody else,” 
he said. “Tí it were right to make 
a reference to a commoner in such ,cir- 
cumstances, I see nothing wrong in 
making reference to a peer. It would be 
the height of folly to seek to inflate or 
extend the privileges of this House 
bevond their established and reasonable 
limits. The Duke of Bedford has been 
at great pains to circulate his opinions 
in quarters where they may be received. 
I am certainly not going to give those 
opinions any further advertisement. I 
have informed myself of some of them. 

“We are all entitled to our own 
view. I am afraid I regard those 
opinions as utterly irresponsible and 
completely pestilential. But the Duke 
is fortunate, I think—and no doubt 
feels himself to be fortunate—in being 
a British subject. If he was a Ger- 
man, and was in Germany, and he gave 
expression to the reverse opinion, and 
denounced Hitler and all his works, 
and found excuses for Hitler’s enemy 
in various directions, then, indeed, I 
think Lord Ponsonby would be well 
justified in descanting on the Gestapo.’’

JAPAN BLAMES THE 
UNITED STATES 


ENVOY HOPEFUL OF 
PEACE 


TORYO. Tuesday. — The

General Tojo, Premier, and the Navy 
Minister, Admiral Shimada, said that 
the Army and Navy were fully pre- 
pared for any eventuality, but these 
statements applied to questions con- 
cerning relations with Russia rather 
than the United States. 

Mr. Togo, Foreign Minister, said 
that the outcome of the Kurusu talks 
was unpredictable. “It is still too 
early,’’ he said, “io state what effect the 
outcome will have on the third clause 
of the Tripartite Pact’’—the clause 
which obliges the signatories to lend 
all aid if its Allies are attacked by a 
Power not yet involved in the war. 
—(Associated Press.) 


U.S. BLAMED 


A resolution blaming “the inordinate 
desire of the United States for world 
hegemony’ for the present conflict 
hetween the Axis Powers and the 
British, American and Soviet nations, 
was passed unanimously in the House 
of Representatives to-day, The resolu 
tion condemned ‘“‘actions of hostile 
nations led by the U.S. As the greatest 
obstacles to a settlement of the China 
hostilities,” urged the Government 
“unswervingly to carry out established 
national policies,’ and declared that 
“the increase in—Japanese—bonds and 
taxes is for the purpose of war.” 
—(Reuter.) 


STILL HOPEFUL 


WASHINGTON, . Tuesday — The 
Japanese Ambassador, Admiral] 
Nomura, expressed optimism to-day 
over the chances of a settlement of 
Japanese-American difficulties, when he 
arrived at the State Department with 
Mr. Kurusu to contirue their talks 
with Mr. Cordell Hull. 

Having conferred for 2 hours 45 
minutes with Mr. Hull, he told re- 
porters he was ‘‘still hopeful’’ of reach- 
ing an understanding. 

When asked by a reporter whether 
he still thought he could get that 
“touch down,” Mr. Kurusu replied 
thoughtfully : “I don’t know.” 

Mr. Cordell Hull said he expected 
to see Admiral Nomura and Mr. 
Kurusu again to-morrow, but he de- 
clined to say whether satisfactory pro- 
gress was being made. Explaining 
that the conversations were still ex- 
ploratory, and had not reached the 
stage where the basis for a general 
understanding could be discussed. 
When asked whether the Japanese had 
proposed any general formula for a 
settlement, Mr. Hull repeated that he 
was not in a position to say anything 
on that point for the time being for 
fear of being misunderstood. He 
summed up to-day’s conference as a 
‘discussion of matters of general con- 
sideration rather than particular appli- 
cation.’’—( Reuter.) 


JAPAN AND SOVIET 


TOKYO, Tuesday.—The Japanese 
Government has refused to accept the 
Soviet reply to Japan’s recent protest 
concerning the sinking by a floating 
mine of the steamship Kehi Maru, Mr. 
Togo told the Lower House to-day. It 
was stated that Japan is preparing all 
measures to press her points in regard 
to floating mines in the sea of Japan. 
The arrival] of Canadian troops at 
Hong Kong was ‘‘no concern of the 
Japanese, Colonel Akiyama, Japanese 
Army spoxesman, told a Press Con- 
ference to-day. Colonel Akiyama 
doubted whether it was necessary to 
bring a force such a long distance to 
defend Hong Kong, as there were 
large forces of the British Army in 
a place nearer than Canada.—( Reuter. )

General Sir Alan F, Brooke has been 
Commander-in-Chief, Home Forces, 
since July, 1940, when he succeeded 
Lo: ' Ironside. He is 58, and one of 
the most versatile and gifted officers 
of the British Army. 

Sir Alan was in Flanders when the 
Germans invaded the Low Countries, 
and in France saw the fierce fighting 
which followed. and took part at Dun- 
hkirk. He hasspent most of his life in 
the Army, and has won tle reputation 
of the man who is never in a hurry, 
but always has time for everytlarg. 

He is one of the “ Fighting 
Brookes,’’ an Ulster family of soldiers, 
whose seat is in County Fermanagh. 
He was born in France, and, after 
being privately educated at Pau, 
entered the Royal Military Academy, 
Woolwich. 

He served in France and Belgium

General Brooke has served as a 

General Staff Officer in the Northern

mander in the Southern Command 
from April, 1924, to September, 1935, 
Inspector of the Royal Artillery at the 
War Office from November, 1935, to 
August, 1956. and Director of Military 
Training at the War Office from Aug., 
1936, to November, 1937. He was ap- 
pointed Commande; of the Mobile Divi- 
sion in November, 1937,-and General 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief Anti-Air- 
craft Command, Territorial Army, in 
March, 1939, when the first Anti-Air- 
craft Corps Territorial Army was con- 
verted into an Army Command, He is 
reputed to be one of the finest shots 
and angiers in Britain.

PRESIDENT’S DEMAND 
DETROIT, ‘Tuesday. — President 


Roosevelt to-day called upon the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organisations to 
co-operate in the production of arms 
“without delay and without interrup- 
tion.” He sent this message to the 
C.LO. Convention:—‘‘We need guns, 
tanks, ‘planes and ships. We must 
produce guns, tanks, ‘planes and ships 
without delay, without interruption, 
and the American people and their Go- 
vernment are determined we shall have 
them. I have every confidence that 
your members, recognising the impera- 
tive needs of the American people, and 
in the interest of American defence, 
will co-operate with all other American 
groups in the common and patriotic 
interest.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Two men 
have been shot and wounded at Gary, 
West Virginia. in the first serious dis- 
orders in the coalfields between 
strikers and non-strikers. 

The shootings occurred at a mine of 
the U.S. Coal and Coke Co., one of 
the ‘‘captive’’ mines still operating in 
defiance of the strike. 

Scuffles with pickets are also re- 
ge“ from the Pittsburgh area of the 

ennsylvania coalfields. Pickets halted 
motor cars carrying  non-strikers, 
blows were exchanged and shirts were 
torn, but no one was hurt. Threats 
of sympathy strikes in the Commercial 
Coal Mines not connected with the 
steel companies are reported to be 
growing.—(Reuter), 


AID FOR ALLIES 


DETROIT, Tuesday:—At its conven- 
tion to-day, the Congress of Industrial 
Organisations seabed with applause a 
proposed resolution for all-out suport 
Jor President Roosevelt's policy of aid- 
ing Britain, Russia and China.

It is common knowledge that celebrities 
have very little personal liberty, and that 
the course of their lives is regulated by 
public opinion, but few people would 
believe that a celebrity so well- 
krown as the Duke of Windsor 
would be taken to task over a little 
thing like a hat. Yet, according to 
a report in the Manchester Guardian, the

The letter continues to point out that in 
this way the Duke of Windsor has “set a 
precedent which might injure the business 
of about a million people dependent on 
men’s hats for a living.” While doubt- 
less the Duke has no desire to see a 
million hard-working hat-makers thrown 
out of employment, it is a little hard that 
he should not be allowed to choose for 
himself whether or not a hat is a desirable 
article of clothing, There is also the fear 
that if he gives into this whim of the hat 
manufacturers, it will be followed by a 
host of other similar pleas; somebody in 
the ‘polish business may accuse him of 
putting thousands of boot polish manu- 
facturers out of employment because one 
day he hurried down the street without 
having first polished his shoes. If the 
American hat manufacturers are allowed 


of a celebrity in that country would not 
be worth living. He coild not wear his 
hair long in case such a fashion SS 
cause a strike among barbers. He could 
not wear his shirt open at the neck for 
fear that the tie manufacturers might 
protest to him that he was wilfully dealing 
a death-blow to the tie trade.

Early Closing 


An Early Closing Order is to be made 
shortly by the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in order to conserve the supplies 
of electricity. This Order will make it 
illegal for any business establishment to 
remain open after a certain hour. A few 
weeks ago, when the idea first was bruited, 
some opposition to the scheme was offered 
by a number of suburban shopkeepers, who 
pointed out that the greater part of their 
trade was transacted during the evenings, 
and, consequently, that earlier closing for 
them would mean a certain loss of eustom. 
Since that time, however, circumstances 
have changed, and many of these shops 
now have nothing to sell in the evenings; 
& few of them have even adopted the 
system of losing early of their 
own accord in order to obviate 
the necessity of continual explanations 
and apologies for the laek of supplies. 
Grocery shops do the greater part of their 
trade, if not all of it, during the day, 
and the shops which do the majority of 
their business at night for the most 
part sell cigarettes, tobacco, matches 
and chocolates, which commodities have 
now become extremely scarce. Admittedly, 
in some suburban districts the people 
are in the habit of 
the nearest shop in order to buy 2 
pound of butter or a tin of soup which 
was forgotten earlier in the day by the 
housewife, but this is only a very small 
part of the evening trade; and the loss 
of the amount of custom derived in this 
way hardly could alter the issue. Con- 
sequently, it is unlikely that the shop-' 
keepers will object to the Barly Closing 
Order on that score now; many. of them, 
no doubt, will be only too glad to have 
a legitimate excuse to close their doors 
at an early hour. It would be well for 
the country if the Order should come into 
force immediately ; it could not cause any 
hardship, and the amount of electricity 
which could be saved in this way would

In 1890 he and his brother 
Michael purchased the Armour interests— 
which included Sir Thomas Lipton’s South 
Omaha plant—and began the phenomenally 
successful Cudahy Packing Company, of 
which he became president on his brother's 
death in 1910. He retired in 1926, and was 
succeeded by his son Edward. Mr. Cudahy 
was responsible for many philantrophies, 
ineluding a three hundred thousand dollars 
gift to the Loyola University Library 
eleven years ago.

The appointment of M. Litvinov as 
Soviet Ambassador to the U.S. recalls his 
two years’ stay in Belfast, from 1911 to 
1913.

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Flour Profits 

After negotiations which have dragged 
on for many months, Lord Woolton has 
come to an t with the National 
Association of British and Irish millers 
on the amounts to be paid to the industry 
for the three years ending August 29th, 
1942. The agreement says that the rate 
of profit per sack earned by the whole body 
of flour millers during a defined pre-war 

iod from their flour milling operations 
only is being ascertained, and that the 
money payable by the Ministry during the 
control of the industry, which began with 
ithe outbreak of the war, will be this rate 
per sack, calculated on the actual output 
of flour during the control years, but with 
& provision for a maximum payment. Thus 
profits derived from flour milling activities 
cannot exceed the pre-War average, even 
thongh, as has already been the case, the 
pre-war production is much exceeded.

My scholarship is not what it used to 
be, but enough of it remains to convince me 
that my old friend, L. J. D. Richardson, 
once of Trinity and now, if I am not 
mistaken, of University College, Cardiff, 
threatens to flutter the academic dove- 
cotes. 

In an article in the current issue of 
Hermathena he claims the discovery of a 
lost Greek letter—an addition to the well- 
known alpha to omega.

Among other things by the way, I notice 
that “‘ Reekie”’ suggests a new derivation 
for the word “ ogham.”

The guard of honour was composed 
of eighty members of the L.D.F. and 
was commanded by Group Leader P. 
Nolan. On Mr. de Valera’s arrival the 
guard of honour sprang to attention, 
At the entrance to the broadcasting 
station Mr. de Valera was met by Mr. 
S. O’Brennan, acting Director of 
Broadcasting, and other officials of the 
station, who accompanied him to the 
studio from which he made his broad- 
cast. 

Mr. de Valera, in his broadcast, 
said:—The irish standing army is, as 
armies go to-day, small in size. For 
that reason it is essential that it be 
kept as concentrated as possible. By 
keeping it concentrated and providing 
it. with the means of rapid transport 
and with the best offensive weapons 
we can procure, it is made capable of 
dealing heavy blows to any force that 
may be sent to attack us. The róle of 
the standing army must, then, be 
somewhat in the nature of a reserve, to 
be thrown into action with all possible 
speed at a vital point. To the standing 
army used in this way the Local De- 
fence Force is a necessary complement. 


Based on their homes in every part of ' 


the country, the men of this- force can 
keep constant watch without too great 
a derangement of their ordinary lives, 
and they are on the spot to deal with 
any invader the instant he appears, 
whether from the sky or from the sea 
or across the land, just when he is 
most vulnerable, and before he has had 
an opportunity, so to speak, to get his 
bearings or to establish himself. 


A FIGHTING FORCE 


The L.D.F. are, then, an essential 
part of our defence forces and are 
primarily a fighting force. Properly 
organised and alert, they may be in 
action before the Regular Army is. 
There must be nothing perfunctory 
about their training, therefore. They 


must be taught to perform all the 


duties of an aggressive fighting 
reconnaissance force, and all the 
duties of a stubborn rearguard that 
will doggedly resist and hold back an 
enemy’s advance, fighting, obstructing, 
harrying, disputing with him every 
inch of ground, and ever collecting and 
sending back to headquarters accurate 
information. 

Let no one give as an excuse that 
there is not sufficient equipment. For 
each man armed there is work for five 
unarmed. We are not as well equipped 
as we would like to be; but at no 
time in our history were there so many 
arms with which to defend ourselves. 
That the equipment available might be 
used to the best advantage we have set 
an optimum figure for the Regular 
Army. That figure is not yet reached. 
I, is only in the Regular Army that 
the full military training can be given. 
Every young man of spirit, therefore, 
who wants to play the best part he can 
in this crisis will, whenever home cir- 
cumstances permit, join the Army. 

To-day, althought not in full national 
health, we, in this part of Ireland, have 
a freedom which has been won at great 
price, and which we should deem it 
our Em as it is our interest, 
to guard. Í cannot, believe there is any 
substantial body of our young men so 
unworthy or so forgetful of the past 
as to fail our nation in this hour of 
danger and need.

JILL GREGORY’S

ISS SARA PAYNE’S ballets, 
M always 


full of imagination, 
tend to be spoiled by over- 
simplification. There is some lack of 
variety in the steps of the individual 
dances, and the grouping is faintly 
reminiscent of the drill class.

“The Snow Queen,”’ too, has been 
performed before, but this time it was 
presented in the guise of a puppet play, 
which did not add to the effectiveness 
of the whole. In both of these ballets 
the main part was danced by Jill 
Gregory, faultlessly, but without a 
great deal of expression. She has a 
cold, mechanically precise, style that 
is most suited to classical ballets, and 
was at her best in the Pas de Trois, 
from the “ Lac des Cygnes. 

Among the best things on the pro- 
gramme, although they could not by 
any stretch of imagination be calle 
ballet, were the folk-songs and sea- 
shanties, sung by Hamlyn Benson, and 
mimed by Michael Ripper and Sara 
Payne.

the Council of Action of the Dublin 
Trades Union Council. The deputation 
represented the Food Section, which 
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was established at the recent all-party 
meeting at the Mansion House. 

Centralised buying was discussed, 
and the City Manager agreed t. con- 
sider suggestions made by social 
organisations on the subject. On the 
question of distribution, Mr. Hernov 
said that no diningrooms would he 
opened. The deputation stressed. the 
necessity of cooked meals being sup- 
plied to. workers’ messrooms in the 
event of. an acuta fuel shortage, and 
of mobile canteens touring the flat 
blocks. 

The St. John Ambulance Brigade, it 
was stated, was prepared to send 
round a canteen three times a day, 
with assistanus, to wash babies’ bottles 
and heat milk. Mr. Hernon suggested 
that the deputation should contact the 
School Managers’ Committee with a 
view to arranging for each voluntary.

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DROGHEDA SCHOOL 
HOW IT CAN BE SAVED 


From Our Spectra, CORRESPONDENT. 
N discussed the subject with pro- 

minent citizens would fail to 
be impressed by their eagerness to 
continue the Drogheda Grammar 
School. The useful part which it plays 
in the Protestant life of the district, 
the steady progress which has been 
made during the past year, and how 
little would be required to place the 
school in a sound position, so that it 
can continue to play an important 
part in the educational activity 
of Ireland, are matters -of dis- 
cussion. The school was con- 
tinued in 1939 by a local com- 
mittee after the Erasmus Smith Trust 
decided to close it, This local com- 
mittee had a difficult task at the out- 
set. It had to re-equip the school with 
desks and other furniture and make 
necessary improvements in the build- 
ing, and to do this had to guarantee 
an overdraft in the bank to the extent 
of £1,100. At first there were only 
a dozen or so pupils, but this number 
has now grown to 52, and is steadily 
increasing. A new Headmaster, 
an honour graduate in science, and 
a competent staff were appointed, 
but it is obvious that at least several 
years would be required to enable the 
school to reach a paying basis. Last 
year the deficit on the year’s working 
was reduced to £180. 


SPECIAL GRANT 


The Erasmus Smith Trust granted 
the building to.the local committee, 
free of rent for a term of fifteen years, 
provided the committee became re- 
sponsible for approximately £200 per 
annum for ground rent, rates and 
taxes. In addition, it gave a grant 
last year to meet their overhead 
charges, leaving the Committee with 
only £180 deficit on the year. It 1s 
calculated that, if the school secured 
another dozen or eighteen boarders at 
the present reasonable fees, it could 
meet its annual charges without undue 
difficulty. 

The Erasmus Smith Trust is to be 
asked to-morrow to continue the 15 
years’ lease to a reconstructed local 
Committee, with the option of purchas- 
ing the building at an agreed sum 
within that period. It is generally be- 
lieved that the Trust will gee the 
wisdom of doing so. An appeal pro- 
bably will be issued by the heads of 
the Protestant churches and leading 
laymen for a eum of £10,000‘to save 
the school and put it upon such a 
sound basis for all time that it will be 
able to progress and be a credit to 
Irish educational establishments, 


HOPE FOR FUTURE 


The Rev. C. 8. Stewart, M.A. 
Rector of St.  Peter’s Church, 
Drogheda, who was mainly responsible 
for reopening the school, was enthusias- 
tic regarding the future of the Gram- 
mar School if the arrangements now 

roposed can be carried into effect. 
Mrs. Hunt and Mr. J. J. Walsh, two 
prominent members of the Committee, 
also rendered great service to the 
school at a critical period, and both 
are keenly interested in its continuance. 

Mr. F. Chadwick, Secretary of the 
Committee, in an interview, said that 
the late Committee, notwithstanding 
their efforts, could not guarantee the 
continuance of the school owing to the 
loss of money involved. If, however, 
a big scheme is undertaken to place it 
upon a firm financial basis, the mem- 
bers of the old Committee would help 
in every possible way.

THE NORMANS IN 
EUROPEAN HISTORY 


PROFESSOR CURTIS'S 
ARDILAUN LECTURE 


4 HE Normans in European His- 

+ tory’ was the title of the first 

of the series of Lady Ardi- 

laun lectures delivered yesterday at 

Alexandra College by Professor 

Edmund Curtis, MA.  Oxon., 

Professor of Modern History at. the 
University of Dublin. 

Professor Curtis traced the history 
of the Normans from the Treaty of 
Clair-sur-Epte, in 911, when the King 
of France ceded the Duchy of Nor- 
mandy to the Danish leader, Rollo, 
who divided it among his followers. 
Thus began a line of Dukes of Nor- 
mandy. By 1000 A.D. these settlers 
had become practically French, the 
Danish religion, traditions and speech 
having died out. They retained, how- 
ever, the adventurous spirit of their 
Viking forefathers, and that combina- 
tion made them the most dynamic race 
in the Europe of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries. i 

Before 1066, said Professur Curtis, 
they had evolved a war technique, a 
social order based on feudalism, and a 
capacity to rule which made 
them masters of lands from 
Ireland to Antioch. By 1066 they 
were the strongest and most progres- 
sive element in France. Their gifts in 
the arts of war, politics, and Govern- 
ment were many, and, though strong 
in a character of their own, they were 
versatile and imitative, ready to take 
over the best in any country they 
conquered, and to blend their own 
institutions with it. This was illus- 
trated in the case of Southern Italy, 
England and Ireland. 

When he had traced the youth and 
the career of William the Conqueror, 
Professor Curtis showed some fine 
lantern slides of the Bayeux tapestry, 
which, in a few simple colours, gave 
vivid pictures ‘of William’s invasion of 
Britain, the Battle of Hastings, and 
the events leading up to it.

between 6 p.m. and 6.30 p.m, daily.

‘* HUMANE SLAUGHTER “' 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The paragraph and leading 
article in your paper is, am sure, 
intended to be helpful in the very diffi- 
cult situation which has arisen owing 
to the shortage of cartridges for use 
in humane killers; but it may also give 
rise to the wrong impression that the 
Humane Slaughter Act is now in abey- 
ance in this country: this is not the 
fact, and the humane killer must be 
used for cattle and sheep, unless the 
Minister has given a permit for killing 
to be carried out in some other manner. 

The cartridges used for sheep are not 
suitable for killing cattle—they are 
too light, so the excuse that they are 
being held over for larger animals is 
worthless. 

The manufacturers of these cartridges 
say that they have imported the same 
number this year already as they did 
in the two previous years, and although 
stocks are low in some places they 
expect 4 large consignment, which is 
awaiting an export licence. 

This Society does not know of any 
other efficient stunning device: the 
apparatus for the electrical method 
would be almost impossible to obtain 
at, present, and is not nearly so. simple 
In operation. 

We can only hope that the shortage is a 
temporary one, and urge victuallers and 
corporations who own slaughterhouses 
to press the manufacturers to send 
larger supplies to this country. The 
cartridges used for Captive Bolt Pistols 
are so small that it should be possible 
to keep up supplies, even in war-time.—
